VANCOUVER, B. C. (A P I - 
Two sectio ns o f a nearly fin­ 
ished si.x -lane bridge co llaps­ 
ed my sterio usly y esterday in 
a 
tangled 
mass 
o f 
steel, 
plunging at least 16 wo rk­ 
men to their death. 
Two o thers were missing 
and 2 2 injured. 


It was 3:42 p.m. on a hot. sun­ 
ny, windless afternoon when the 
two end sections of the 16-million- 
dollar 
Second 
Narrows 
Bridge 
over Burrard Inlet gave way with­ 
out warning. 
Forty construction W’o r k e r s 
were on the steel lacework of the 
pier-supported sections. 
Suddenly, with a muted rumble, 
the tem porary front supports of 
the 
foremost 
section 
crumbled 
and dropped the jutting end of the 
bridge 
200 
feet 
into 
the 
tide- 
churm d inlet separating Vancouv­ 
er and North Vancouver. 
The strain jerktxi forward the 
concrete pier holding the section 
behind, and it nosed downward 
into the water. The two sections, 
each about 70 feet long, ended 
their collapse tilted crazily down­ 
ward like a sagging W with their 
front part submerged and rear 
still on the supports. 
An eyewitness, 
Edwin 
Leitch, 
said the “ frightening roar of the 
collapse scHinded like a continuous 
peal of thunder lasting about 15 
seconds." 
A huge crane which had been 
hoisting steel girders to the 'top 
of the bridge toppled and plum­ 
meted into the m ass of tangled 
wTockage in the water below. 
Some workmen were c a u g h t 
and killed in the tortured, twisted 
beams. Others were crushed be­ 
neath toifô of steel and concrete 
after they dropped into the 40- 
f(X)t-deep inlet. 
One survivor, Don Mitchell said 
after riding the first section down 
that 
“everything 
happened 
so 
quickly there was little sensation 
of fear," 
Bill Hallman, who was driving 
over 
the 
old 
Second 
Narrows 
Bridge 
200 
yards 
downstream, 
said, “The 
air was 
filled 
with 
slMiuts and cries . . . The men 
didn’t have a chaiKîe.

— Long troubled re­ 
lations between France and Tu­ 
nisia 
are expected 
to 
improve 
markedly 
as

agreement to \\ithdraw a third of 
the French troops in this form er 
protectorate and concentrate the 
rest at Bizerte. 
The agreement also should im ­ 
prove the West’s pxsition in the 
key North .African republic. Presi­ 
dent Habib Bourguiba has been 
handicapped in trying to keep Tu­ 
nisia on a pro-Western course by 
the troops’ presence, which was 
considered a threat and an affront 
to national sovereignty. 
The agreement announced last 
night provides that 7,000 French 
soldiers will be out of the country 
within four months, French offi­ 
cials said. Tlie remaining 15.000 
will be stationed at the Bizerte 
naval and air base, which now is 
manned by 12,000 men. 
.A Tunisian government spokes­ 
man said after the 7,000 are gone, 
talks will open on the status of 
the Bizerte base. The West wants 
to keep it in French hands for 
use if necessary by the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization. 
Since February, Tunisian forces 
have blockaded Bizerte and other 
French 
m ilitary 
posts 
in 
the 
countr>’. 
Before Tunisia was granted in- 
d e p e . n d e n c e March 20, 19.56, 
France had 40,000 troops here. She 
kept 22,000 on, under term s which 
were suppostxl to be negotiated 
later, to help protect Tunisia and 
in hopes of stopping aid to rebels 
in neighboring .Algeria. 
French planes bombed a Tunisi­ 
an border vilis^e Feb. 8 on the 
ground it harbored .Algerian reb­ 
els, killing 79 civilians, and Bour­ 
guiba demanded m m ediate evac­ 
uation of all F’rench troops, .A 
makeshift Tunisian militia block­ 
aded the French in their bases 
near Tunis and at Bizerte, Sfax, 
Gabos. Gafsa and Remada. Sev­ 
eral claslies occurred at Remada 
in the southern desert.

Because of the heavy infestation 
of the corn borer in Pettis County 
a series of meetings has been 
scheduled to acquaint pt'ople with 
the things for which to look. The 
meetings 
will be conducted by 
Merle Vaughn, extension agent. 
The laying of the corn borer 
eggs is a seasonal thing and spray­ 
ing should be done this week or 
early next week to be effective. 
.An airplane is available for those 
fields that cannot be sprhyed with 
field rig.s. 
It is recommended that field.s 
in which 7.5 per cent of the stalks 
show leaf feeding sears and the 
stalks arc .35 inches high or taller 
when the Icave.s are extended be 
sprayiKi immediately. One borer 
per stalk is not supposed to reduce 
the field over 3 per cent. 
Tsm 
worms per stalk probably would 
not reduce yield by 
.30 per cent. 
However, if the ear fell off or the 


dalia people will have an oppor 
tunity to become acquainted with 
them. Other plans for entertain­ 
ment of the students have not been 
completed. 
Eight other ticketed bus loads 
of American Field Students from 
the western area, in addition to 
the one coming to Sedalia, will 
be assembled at Salt Lake City 
to start their tours at the same 
time. .All of the Sedalia guests 
have lived with families from Colo 
rado, Arizona, and Utah, except 
one each from New Mexico, Ne 
vada and Oregon. Chartered bus 
tours of other sections of the Unitec 
States, other than where the stu 
dents have lived for ten months 
is part of the AFS program . This 
year there will be 31 buses making 
the tour with a total of 1.033 stu 
dents from 29 countries. Each bus 
will m ake about ten stops and al 
buses will be together in Wash 
ington or New York at the end of 
¡the trip. 
The Sedalia community has be 
come well 
acquainted with 
the 
American Field Service program 
through Judith Blythin from Eng 
land; Kristian Kolberg, from Nor 
way and Esko Ollilia from Finland 
each of whom has lived for a year 
in Sedalia homes, attended Smith 
Cotton High School, and gave talks 
to civic clubs and other organiza 
tions on their native lands. In ad 
dition the people have learned of 
the experiences of Linda Turner 
the first Sedalia girl to go as an 
American Field Sc'rvice student to 
a foreign country. Linda went to 
Staubing, Germany, last summ er 
and, she, too, has made many 
talks on her trip. 
Also two years ago Sedalia had 
the opportunity to entertain a bus 
load of 42 American Field Service 
students through the sponsorship 
of the local chapter of the Ameri­ 
can University Women.

This 
was when he was told Üîat some 
Republicans running for re-elec­ 
tion this year say they are going 
to have difficulty facing the voters 
on the Adams-Goldfine issue. 
The President said he did not 
care to say anything on that—that 
he had already m ade his general 
statem ent. 
At one point Eisenhower was 
asked whether, in the light of the 
Adams-Goldfine situation, it would

Ev en so they co uldn't hav e 
been pro cessed in time fo r the current 
pav ing seaso n. 


In the meantime the present adminis­ 
tratio n will attempt to sell the tax pay ers
